British Columbia, then Manitoba, 
then Alberta, and now Saskatche­ 
wan. 
Had it not been that the 
United States g ained national pro­ 
hibition when they did, I believ e 
that here, too, y our state prohibi­ 
tion would now be slipping . 
“ To my mind, there could be no 
more conv incing arg ument as to 
the necessity here of holding fast 
to national prohibition. 
Canada is 
suffering not from too much prohi- : 
bition, but from too little. 
The , 
dissatisfaction in Canada is not be- 
cause of what 
prohibition 
laws 
done, but what has g one on in 
spite of them and this larg ely be­ 
cause of lack of federal prohibition 
leg islation."

A 
contribution of $5 was sent in by j 
a man who gave no name, but ex­ 
plained he owed the money to the 
government.

Location of a reservoir of 50.000,- 
000 gallon capacity at a point that 
would offer a gravity flow into the 
city, and pumping of water direct 
into such a reservoir, would save 
the city from 70 to 80 per cent in 
cost of developing and distribut­ 
ing water, according to a declara 
tion by W alter W ray, superinten­ 
dent of the municipal water depart­ 
ment, made in an address delivered 
at the meeting of the Lions’ club 
at St. A nn’s Inn yesterday. 
The first project, he said, would 
he a factor in assuring plenty of 
water for the city. 
He explained 
that under the present system a 
serious break in the pumping equip­ 
ment would develop a serious situa­ 
tion in the m atter of supplying wa­ 
ter. 
“ The storage here is inadequate,” 
the superintendent said. 
“ The ca­ 
pacity of the two reservoirs is 8.- 
000,000 gallons. 
The maximum in­ 
put is 6920 gallons a minute ami 
the maximum output is 8000 gal­ 
lons a minute.” 
Depletion Possible. 
“ W ith a demand for the maxi­ 
mum output, the water in storage 
would be depleted at the rate of 
1.699,200 gallons every twenty-four 
hours, which means that were the 
demand of the maximum amount to 
continue for approximately seven 
days, the storage supply would he 
exhausted, even 
with 
all 
pumps 
pouring their streams into the res­ 
ervoirs.” 
Asserting that he knew of other 
interests that were attempting to 


secure 
water 
rights, W ra y 
de-i 
dared that Santa Ana should he 
making an attempt to protect its' 
future water supply by taking ac-j 
Hon while reservoir sites and wa­ 
ter bearing grounds are available 
In declaring that there is a real 
water hazard here by Inadequacy 
of the storage capacity, W ray in 
dicated that he had. in mind for the 
. uggested larger reservoir a site 
somewhere northeast of the city. 
It will he only a m atter of time 
when a stream of w at°r from the 
Colorado river would 
be 
flowing 
into 
Southern 
California, 
W ray 
said, adding that were the reser­ 
voir to be built at the point he had 
in inind' it would be in direct line 
and that, such gravity water could i 
be ran direct to the s'orage plant. 
Cost Not Estimated. 
Recapitulating costs of operating 
the local 
system, 
with 
booster 
pumps being used for the system, 
and with steam and electricity be­ 
ing employed for power to operate 
pumps, the superintendent stated 
the costs were .0313 cents per 1000 
gallons of water. 
He 
said 
under 
the suggested plan of 
the 
larger 
reservoir at an elevated point, it 
should not cost more than eight 
m ills per 1000 gallon».

W ra y declared that he could not 
at this time give an estimate of 
the cost of installation of such a 
system as he 
is 
recommending, 
stating that investigations as to 
cost would

time and labor.
